New Delhi: A policeman ata 
police station in northeast 
Delhi responded toashooting 
call at 12.50am on July 1. It 
was amongst city’s first call 
following the rollout of the 
newly codified criminal laws 
onthe firstday of July, Altho- 
ugh he had trained well and 
undertaken dummy exerei- 
ses to deal with the change, 
the cop feltthe pressure to get 
itright inthe real world. 

On receiving the call, the 
27-year-old cop entered a bri- 
ef description and noted the 
Daily Diary Entry in E-Pra- 
man, the police app. He then 
reached the location and re- 
corded a video using the apy 
geo-tagged the spot and provi 
ded abrief description in one 
of the columns. The video 


was subsequently uploaded 
to the centralised video pool 
at Police Headquarters. Fol- 
lowing this, the policemanre- 
corded the seizure memo and 
uploaded it. Upon completing 
the final upload, a certificate 
under Section 63(4) of Bhara- 
tiya NyayaSanhita, therepla- 
cement of the Indian Penal 
Code, was generated. ‘The en- 
tire process took afew hours. 

“There was a mix of exci- 
tement and a little nervous- 
ness,” the policeman told 
‘TOL. “At the crime spot, the 
first thing I did was record or 
photograph the scene. This 
Was the first time I was doing 
so. Every singleframetrequi. 
red for investigation was re- 
corded and then uploaded on 
theapp, all inreal time.” 

It was also the first time 
that the investigator didn't

use a pen and paper at the cri- 
me spot. "My mobile phone 
was my main tool and every 
single thing was videograp- 


hed in sequence,” he said. “I 
won't need to sift through a 
thick bunch of papers to 
check any point during inves- 


tigation. Everythingisstored 
in the app, which cannot be 
tampered withormisplaced.” 
Healso said that incase there 
was no internet connectivity, 
the investigating officers we- 
re given 48 hours to upload 
the details once they re-ente- 
red internetareas. 

Headded, “Even after ma- 
ny years, if I just key in the 
FIR number, I will get all the 
details of the case. The accu- 
sedcannotnow claim that the 
evidence was planted or tam- 
pered with and it will also be 
legally acceptable.”

Lawyers grapple with changes, some 
rush to bookstores, others greet shift

New Delhi: A funny take on the 1997 film 
Chachi 420encapsulated the dilemma before 
the legal community in Delhi when the new 
criminal laws kicked in on Monday. Lawyers, 
and some judges too, shared a meme that 
wondered if the Kamal Hassan starrer could 
sound as mischievous if titled Chachi 318— 
the new section in the Bharatiya Nyaya San- 
hita that replaces the old andl well-known Sec- 
tion 420 of the Indian Penal Code. 

‘Thechange in sections/ provisionsof so- 
me key offences pose the first and most im- 
mediate challenge to the bar and the bench 
as they deal with cases registered under the 
three new criminal codes that replaced the 
British-era penal statuteson Monday: 

Murder will now becovered by Section 
108 of BNS, rape by Section 63, gangrape 
by Section 70(1) and attempt to murder by 
Section 109, tomentiona few Whilethe old 
IPChad over 500 sections, BNS isslimmer 
with just 358 sections. 

‘The first day of the implementation of 
BNS, Bharatiya Nagarik Suraksha San- 
hita (the old one was Criminal Procedure 
Code)and Bharatiya Sakshya Adhiniyam 
(Evidence Act) saw lawyers grapple with 
the shift, with many making a beeline to 
bookshops to pick up the bare acts of the 
new laws. Anticipating the change per- 
haps, the Bar Council of Delhi on Sunday 
had objected to his rollout at present and 
demanded more timefor preparation. 

Significantly, the apex lawyers’ body: the 
BarCouncilof India, had urged all barasso- 
ciations across the country to refrain from

Senior advocate Vikas Pahwa welco- 
med theshift. “Overall, thereare many po- 
sitives in the new acts,” he said. “There 
may be some confusion initially, but the 
system will be streamlined over time. I 
don't think lawyers will face any pro- 
blems; they are competent and know how 
tohandle legal issues in court.” 

Pahvva, however, said police needed to be 
educated about the new lawsand their imple- 
mentation. “This extension could give police 
unfettered powers to extract confessions and 
manufacture evidence. The provision for at- 
tachment of proceeds of crime is also draco- 
nian. If identified, proceeds of crime can be 
attached during the investigation and trial 
and can bedistributed to victims or appropri- 
ated by govt even before the trial concludes. 
‘Thisisarbitrary and problematicif theaccu- 


sed isacquitted post-trial,” said Pahwa. 

A judge told TOI, “We are yet to get an 
idea of the new laws. Primarily it's for potice 
and magistrates to deal with the new provi- 
sions immediately The sessions court's turn 
will come after some time, when in revision 
or appeal new provisionsare referred to.” 

Calling the new timeline for trial pro- 
cedures a game changer, some senior la- 
wyers pointed out that cases would now be 
committed within 90 days, arguments on 
charges will be made within 60 days of 
committal and arguments of charge will 
be concluded within 60 days. 

However, critics flagged some problem 
areas, the most critical being availability of 
infrastructurefor policeand thecourtsacross 
the country “The new laws fail to address the 
problem of high handedness of policeand de 
laysin thejusticesystem, “noted advocate Ka- 
ran Sachdeva. “Police and the justice system 
require a complete overhaul so that it beco- 
mes more accessible. Also, the new laws have 
Jed tomassiveconfusion and thus will probab- 
ly be followed by multiple amendments and 
notifications like in thecase of GST” 

Similariyadvocate Sanjay Sharmasaid the 
potential hurdles were numerous, ineluding 
increased litigation, confusion and inconsis- 
tencies. “The new laws are a doubleedged 
‘sword, bringing both promise and peril,” said 
Sharma. “On one hand, they offer amuch-nee- 
ded overhaul of our legal framework, addres- 
sing long-standing issues and promoting pro- 
gress. On the other, their implementation po- 
‘es significant challenges and, if not carefully 
considered, may lead to unintended consequ- 
ences, injusticeand hardships.”

New Delhi: Shortage of beer 
hasnotjust led toa drop in sa- 
les at liquor stores in Delhi, 
prominent clubs and bars of 
the city are also bearing the 
bruntof it. 

Restaurateurs alleged 
that there was a severe shor- 
tageof popular beer brandsat 
the warehouses and the non- 
availability had started im- 
pacting sales at their restau- 
rants. They added that some 
of the popular spirits wereal- 
so not available, The restau- 
rateurs rued that they were 
somehow managing to survi- 
veon whatever little wasavai- 
lable at the warehouses and 
there was a substantial shift 


of customers to the bars and 
clubs in neighbouring towns 
inHaryanaand UP. 

‘To procure the stock of li- 
quor, restaurateurs have to 
placean order ona portal run 
by the excise department, 
“But when wetry tosource be- 
er, itsays the warehouse isclo- 
sed,” said a person running a 
bar in south Delhi. “What we 
have come to know is that 
whatever little stock Delhi’s 
wholesalersget isbeingdiver- 
ted to the shops, which are 
run by govt's corporations, to 
show that there is no shorta- 
ge. Though this problem has 
been persisting since April, it 
has become acute in the last 
few days,” he claimed.

BJP targets Delhi govt for water woes, 
flooding after rain; AAP strikes back

New Delhi: BJP on Monday 
slammed AAP govt over wa: 
terlogging in the city, saying 
its “incompetence” was re- 
sponsible for flooding during 
the recent rains and the scar- 
city of drinking water. 

Delhi BJP president Vi. 
rendra Sachdeva alleged the 
govt had identified several 
dangerous aterlogging 
spots, but most of these loca. 
tions had non-functional 
pumps. “On June 28, hund- 
reds of permanent water dra- 
inage pumps installed by 
Public Works Department 
Were not operational. Accor- 
ding to our information, they 
were non-functional because 


they didnot have diesel,” alle- 
ged Sachdeva. 

Countering the charges, 
AAP said, “BUP-led central 
government governs NDMC. 
Maximum flooding has been 
seen under its area, for which 
BJP is responsible. They are 
pointing fingers at Delhi govt 
tohide from the reality of flo- 
oding in MPs, ministers and 
judges’ home: 

“There is clearly corrup- 
tion in NDMC that has led to 
this severe flooding. Never 
before have the homes of 
MPs, ministers and judges 
been flooded. What has hap- 
pened toall the funds earmar- 
ked for desilting? Have all the 
funds been embezzled? The 
onus is on BJP and central 


govt,” said AAP. 
“Not only this, poorly de- 
signed infrastructure built 
for the G20 Summit is also 
causing waterlogging. Theen- 
tire Bharat Mandapam Comp- 
lex is waterlogged. The ITPO 
tunnels are waterlogged. The- 
refore, BJP must stop poin- 
ting fingers and answer ques- 
tions about their own work in 
NDMC,"the party added. 
Attacking AAP, Sachdeva 
said even pumps installed by 
Delhi Jal Board, the flood de- 
partmentand Municipal Cor- 
poration of Delhi were not 
working. “Two days after the 
flooding, minister Atishi vi 
sited the pumping station at 
Minto Road Bridge, and even 
then, several pumps were not 


operational,” healleged. 
At the Bharti Nagar pum- 
ping station, the pumps of 
Public Works Department 
were found to be non-functio- 
nal on June 28, and the situa- 
tion has not improved satis- 
factorily, he alleged. 
Sachdeva claimed this ye- 
ar, no additional temporary 
water drainage pumps were 
rented and installed, like 
they usually are every mon- 
soon season. “Kejriwal govt's 
argument is that the necessa. 
ry tender could not be issued 
due to the model code of con- 
duct. However, this govt, eng. 
rossed in securing CM's bail 
and fighting elections, did 
not pay attention to this es- 
sential task,” healleged. 


Fact-finding committee formed in 
violation of rules, claims forest dept

New Delhi: A day after a 
three-member fact-finding 
committee of ministers be- 
gan its probe into the cutting 
of trees in Ridgearea in south 
Delhi’sSatbariearlier this ye- 
ar, the environment and fo- 
rest department on Monday 
claimed that the panel was 
formed in violation of rules 
and it could lead to contempt 
of the Supreme Court. 

Inacommunicationtolieu- 
tenant governor VK Saxena, 
principal secretary of envi- 
ronment and forest depart- 
ment AK Singh said the Supre- 
me Court had already formed 
an_ independent committee 
consistingof officersof the Fo- 
rest Survey of India and other 
impartial experts, which had 
already furnished its prelimi- 
nary report before the apex co- 
urt. Headded that Delhi govt's 
committee, which comprised 
ministers Saurabh Bharad- 
waj, Atishi and Imran Hussa- 
in, also lacked the approval of 
thecouncil of ministers, 

The fact-finding commit- 
tee was formed by Delhi env’ 
ronment minister Gopal Rai 
on June 29 to look into cutting 
of 1,100 trees in the Southern 
Ridgeby DDA allegedly witho- 
ut required permission, The

panel had asked the officials 
of DDA, Delhi Police and fo- 
rest department to appear be- 
fore it. Sources said only poli- 
ceofficers appeared before it. 
‘A Delhi govt source said 
the Supreme Court, which is 
also hearing the matter, had 
earlier asked Delhi govt why 
officers of the environment 
andforestdepartment didnot 
protect the forest when they 
had complete knowledge of 
the illegal felling of the trees 
inthe Ridgearea. 
“Environment — minister 
Gopal Rai asked for the report 
on tree felling but principal 
secretary AK Singh has not 
yet submitted the report,” the 


source said, adding that there 
waspressureon officers tonot 
appear before the committee 
and “somehigher ups” didnot 
want thetruth tocome out. 

“Why is AK Singh run- 
ning away from accountabili- 
ty?” questioned the Delhi 
govt source, adding who has 
asked him (Singh) not to dis- 
close the facts. 

In his communication to 
LG, the copies of which were 
also marked to CM Arvind 
Kejriwal (who iscurrently un- 
der judicial custody) and the 
members of the fact-finding 
committee, Singh said consti- 
tuting another committee in 
thename of fact finding when 


the apex court was seized of 
the matter was not only im: 
proper but may also invite 
contempt of the court for in- 
terfering in the judicial pro- 
cess. He further claimed that 
the committee was formed in 
violation of the relevant pro- 
visions of the Transaction of 
Business of the Government 
of National Capital Territory 
of Delhi Roles (ToBR) 1993. 
Singh observed in the 
communication that the for- 
mation of the committee was, 
a “departure from the gene- 
ral practice and procedure” 
of Delhi govtas the principal 
secretary (environment and 
forest) was being asked to re- 
port to urban development 
minister whereas there were 
no orders by the chief mini- 
ster to that effect. He added 
that the environment and fo- 
rest minister was not even a 
member of the committee. 
“Thecommittee isnothing 
but a ‘Group of Ministers’ 
which has not been constitu- 
ted by the Cabinet (Council of 
Ministers)...... The said fact- 
finding committee has been 
constituted under thesignatu- 
res of Saurabh Bharadwaj, 
UD minister, without any due 
authority orsanctionfrom the 
Council of Ministers,” Singh 
noted in his communication.

CUET results delay: 
DU assures students 
worried over impact 
on academic year

New Delhi: With the Common University Entrance 
‘Test (CUET UG) results likely to be delayed this year 
followingthe NEET row, thereareconcernsamongstu- 
dents looking for admission to Delhi University (DU) 
over the impact this could have on theiracademic year. 
‘However, urging students not to panic, DU oifici- 
als have claimed the university will try tominimise 
the time usually taken for the admission process to 
becompleted and maintain the academicschedule. 
‘The CURT UG results were supposed to be anno- 
unced on June 30, However, so far, there is no official 
information on when they would be out. The CURT 
UG provisional answer key,acrucialstep in theresult 
declaration process, is also yet to be released by the 
National’Testing Agency. AspersourcesinNTA, itco- 
uld take another 10 days for the results to bedeclared. 
Scores of students are wary that the delay might 
affect the admission cycle at DU. However, assuring 
them, DU’s Dean of Admissions, Haneet Gandhi, sa- 
id, “There will not be any delay. DU will take all mea- 
sures to meet the students’ academic pursuits. Last 
year, the academic year started around mid-August, 
andthis year too, itwilllikely begin at thesametime, 
While acknowledging that the admission process 
for DU can start only once the CUT results are de- 
clared, she said the university “will try to balance 


“As soon as the results are announced, usually 
we give a little more time for students to pick their 
preferences. This year, after the CUET results are 
declared, we may not give students that long and re- 
duce that time by a few days. Then, we will release 


Gandhi added, “Students aiming to get into DU 
should utilise this time to work on their preference 
sheet. Check the websites of the colleges, their ran- 
kings and the courses they are offering. There are 
1,534 academic programmes, so students should take 
this time to make informed decisions.”

Driver held for 
hit-and-run 
incident that left 
2-year-old dead 


Noida: A 27-year-old 
commercial vehicle 
driver was arrested 
here on Monday in 
connection with a 
hit-and-run case in 
which a two-year-old 
boy was killed, 
police said. 

The child was out on 
a street without 
direct parental 
supervision in the 
Noida Sector 24 
police station area 
when the incident 
‘took place on June 
29, according to 
officials. 

“The suspect, 
identified as Kalyan 
Singh, a native of 
Firozabad, was 
apprehended near 
the ISKCON temple 
while on his way to 
Delhi, The vehicle, a 
Tata Ace with 
registration number 
DL1LAB 5863, has 
also been 
recovered,” a police 
spokesperson said. 
The incident 
occurred on June 29, 
and it was reported 
to the Sector-24 
police station that 
the complainant's 
two-year-old son 
had been fatally 
injured by an 
unknown driver of a 
Tata Ace vehicle. 
“The driver, who was 
speeding and driving 
recklessly, hit the 
child, who was on 
his way toa shop. 
The child was later 
taken to a hospital 
and then referred 
toa higher centre, 
but he succumbed to 
the injuries,” an 
official said. 

A local police official 
told PTI that the 
child's parents are 
daily wage earners, 
and the two-year-old 
boy was going 
towards a shop on 
his own, 

An FIR was lodged in 
the case under 
sections 279 (rash 
driving) and 304A 
(causing death by 
negligence) of the 
Indian Penal Code 
(IPC), the police 
said. “Following the 
report, a police team 
was formed to 
investigate the case, 
The team reviewed 
all nearby CCTV 
footage, identified 
the vehicle involved 
in the incident, and 
the driver was

CBI had claimed before the trial co: 


urtthat the AAP chief did not coopera, 
te with the investigation and delibera. 
tely gave evasive replies. The federal 
agency had also expressed apprehen- 
sion that he might influence witnesses. 
Whilesending Kejriwal tothe CBI's 
custody for three days on June 26, the 
trial court had refused to declare his 
illegal, as sought by the defence 
ying that “the timing may 
be circumspect, but it is not the clear 
criterion for declaring an arrest ille- 
gal”. The trial court had said that whi, 
le investigation was the prerogative of 
the probe agency, there were certain 
safeguards provided in law and the 
agency should not be “overzealous.

Gurgaon: A 16-year-old boy 
allegedly strangled todeatha 
nine-year-old girl, his neigh- 
bour in a housing society, on 
Monday morning when she 
walked in on him trying to 
steal from the flat. He set her 
body on fire by lighting piec- 
es of camphor and cloth he 
found lying around after he 
Killed her, apparently to 
destroy evidence. 

‘The boy, who was appre- 
hended under Bharatiya 
Nyaya Sanhita (BNS) — the 
first case to be registered in 
the city under the new law 
that has replaced the Indian 
Penal Code — had allegedly 
gone to theneighbour's house 
to steal jewellery when her 
mother and brother were vis- 
itinghisflat. The two families 
live in adjacent towers of the 
Sector 107 society, which was 
built under the affordable 
housing scheme. 

‘The case was registered at 
Rajendra Park police station. 

‘The boy told investigators 
he entered the neighbour's 
flat thinking everyone was 
away and panicked when the

New Delhi: The water production of Delhi Jal Bo- 
ard increased to974million gallonsper day (MGD) 
‘on Monday from 938MGD on Sunday, the latest 
DJB bulletin stated. However, it still remains far 
below the city’s average demand of 1,290MGD. 

After facing problems for overamonth, the Wa- 
rabad water treatment plant (WTP) produced 
133MGD water on Monday, a little more than its ca- 
pacity of 13IMGD. Itwas producinglessas theraw 
water supply got reduced, which, Delhi govt had 
claimed, wasdueto thealleged deliberatestopping 
of supply by theneighbouring Haryana, 

Accordingto Monday's bulletin, thereduced 
raw water supply does not seem to be a problem 
any more, but DJB is facing other issues, 

‘The Chandrawal WTP, which is supposed to 
produce94MGD, iscurrently producing80MGD 
due toa fault in its pump caused by Friday’s tor- 
rential rain, the bulletin stated. Similarly, the 
Okhla WTP is producing around 5MGD less 
than its capacity because of an undergroundre- 
servoir problem. The Wazirabad plant is also 
battling maintenance problems, 

In June, when the temperatures were rising, 
water supply was deeply affected across the city 
as the production at all DJB plants reduced con- 
siderably —dipping even to the season's lowest 
of around 888MGD — prompting water mini- 
ster Atishito order a crackdown on itsmisuse. 

‘Teams were deployed to enforce a fine of Rs 
2,000 on anyone caught wasting water, including 
usingpipesto wash cars, allowing water tanks to 
overflow,andutilisingdomestic water supply for 
construction. They were also authorised to dis. 
connect any illegal water connection in const- 
ruction sites or commercial establishments. 


Another Humid Day As Rain 
Gives Delhi The Miss Again 


Forecast For Showers Off The Mark, City Hopes For Relief Today

New Delhi: The weather inthe 
city remained humid and clou- 
dyon Monday even as the weat- 
her department expected hea- 
vyshowersacross the city 

‘The weather department 
had initially issued an orange 
alert for heavy rain on Monday 
‘but withdrew the forecast in the 
morning, But it reinstated the 
forecast in the evening, only to 
withdraw itagain. 

‘Meanwhile, the India Mete- 
orological Department (IMD) 
announced plans to improve 
forecasts by adding three more 
Doppler weather radars in the 
region. Currently there are 
three radars in the city. 

‘The IMD's forecast fc 
Monday, similar to Sunday’ 
failed as it predicted moderate 
toheavy rain, buttheactual r 
infall that day was nil. On Fri- 
day, June 28, an underestima- 
ted forecast by IMD caught the 
city by surprise with the arri- 
val of the monsoon and a de- 
vastating deluge. The city re- 
corded 228.1 mmof rainfall ina 
matter of how 


Dr Mrutyunjay Mohapatra, 


director general of meteorolo- 
gy at IMD, told media on Mon- 
day thatthehighest hourly rain- 
fall of 91 mm in an hour; betwe- 
enSamand6am, was“challeng- 
ing to predict” and that the 
rainfall received on Friday was 
“almostacloudburst” 
‘Toqualify asacloudburst, 
atleast 100 mm of rainfall per 
hour is required. Mohapatra 
mentioned plans to improve 
local forecasts by installing 
three more radars. 
“Theextremely heavy rain- 
fall was confined to a very 


small part of the city, though 
heavy rainfall occurred at ma- 
ny places, None of theareas of 
the city on June28 recorded an 
hourly rainfall of more than 
100 mm. It was thus a near clo- 
udburst but not a cloudburst 
by definition. Therecorded ho- 
urly rainfall was maximum at 
91mm between 5 am and 6 am 
on June 28 over Safdarjung,” 
Mohapatra said. 

According to IMD, which 
shared hourly rainfall data for 
Delhi University and Lodhi Ro- 
ad, the highest hourly rainfall 


measuredon June28 was91mm 
between 5 am and 6 am at DU, 
while on Lodhi Road, 89mm of 
rainfall was recorded at the 
same time. IMD further noted 
thatthemaximum rainfall in24 
hours for Delhi in June was 
235,5mm on June24, 1936. 

‘On June28, there wasara- 
infall of 228.1 mm, the second 
highestrecorded for Juneand 
the third highest overall for 
the June to August period, 

Meanwhile, the city recor- 
ded a maximum temperature 
of 36 degrees Celsius on Mon 
day, which wasa degree below 
normal compared to 37.1 deg- 
rees Celsius a day earlier. The 
minimum temperature on 
Monday was 28.4 degrees Cel- 
sius, a degree above normal, 
compared to 27 degrees Celsi- 
uson Sunday. Humidity levels 
ranged from 59% to 82%. 

Maximum and minimum 
temperatures on Tuesday are 
likely to hover around 33 and 27 
degrees Celsius, respectively 

IMDexpects moderate to he 
avy rain on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, accompanied by thun- 
derstorms, lightning, and gusty 
winds reaching 30-40 kmph. 


Find solutions 
to curb spilling 
of drain: Atishi

New Delhi: Public Works Department 
(PWD) minister Atishi, mayor Shelly Oberoi 
and senior officials jointly inspected a large 
part of drain number 12 in central Delhi on 
Monday. This drain is crucial for carrying 
rainwater from central Delhi to Yamuna. 

During the inspection, Atishi instructed 
officials to find short-term solutions to pre- 
vent this drain from overflowing again this 
rainy season. 

Accordingto Delhi govt, the “unexpected 
rainfall” on June 28 this year caused this 
drain to overflow, leading to waterlogging 
around I'TO Chowk. This drain was also the 
cause of flooding in ITO last year. A regula- 
tor in this drain broke last year, causing ra- 
inwater to backflow onto the Ring Road, Su- 
preme Court and adjoining areas. 

The minister also directed officials to 
find a permanent solution to prevent the 
drain fromoverflowing. 

Mayor Oberoistated that 10 Chowkand 
the roads around it are among the most im- 
portant routes in Delhi. “To prevent water- 
logging here, we will work together with the 
departments of the Delhi govt and take eve- 
rynecessary step,” said Oberoi. 

Accordingto the mayor, Atishi has asked 
officials to immediately remove encroach- 
ments on the banks of the drain, which will 
ensure that cleaning and maintenance work 
can bedone without any hindrance. 

Atishi has also directed officials to incre- 
ase the flow of water by installing temporary 
water pumps toeffectively manage drainage, 
said the Municipal Corporation of Delhi

now unmanned 


DMRC has removed driver cabins from all 29 trains

New Delhi: All29 trains on Magenta Line have now become 
completely unmanned. While Delhi Metro Rail Corporation 
(DMRO) has removed the drivers’ cabins, anattendant is pre- 
sentafter a gap of three-four trains, but they will beremoved 
inaphased manner. 

‘TOT had reported in June that the trainson MagentaLine 
would become fully automated. “Magenta Line is now comp: 
letely driverless. We have removed the driver's cabins from 
29 trains, creating more space for passengers. We will remo- 
veattendants in phases,” said a DMRC official. After Magen: 
ta Line, the same step will be taken on Pink Line. 

Delhi Metro's fully automated networkiscurrently about 
97km long and available on Magenta and Pink lines. It is the 
only driverless train operation network in India. In the upco- 
ming corridors under DMRC’s Phase-IV expansion, too, the 
train operations will be driverless. 

‘The driverless train operation facility was launched on 
the Janakpuri West-Botanical Garden Magenta Line in Dec 
2020 and was introduced on the Majlis Park-Shiv Vihar Pink 
Line in Nov 2021. But till now, a train operator used to be pre- 
sentto instil a sense of confidence and assistance. 

“We will try to implement this soon in Phase IV with the 
experience received on these two lines. For driverless opera 
tions in Phase IV, we have taken some measures like a track 
monitoring system with cameras installed on the tracks,” 
DMRC managing director Vikas Kumar earlier told TOI. 

ADMRC official had earlier said, “Driverlesstrainsbring 
more flexibility in the operations, and reduce human inter- 
ventionsand human errors. The system also helps in impro- 
ving the availability of coaches for operations. The driver- 
less trains eliminate the manual process of checking done 
before induction, subsequently reducing burden on train 
operators. The parking on the stabling line in depots is also 
done automatically.” 

DMRC will procure 312 coaches —52 trains —for driverless 
operations for Phase IV’s priority corridors. "DMRC has alrea- 
dystarted reaping benefits of driverless operations on its two li 
nes intermsof increased availability of coacheson service. The 
reliability of the trains has increased manifold due to exhausti- 
ve self-tests done before induction in service every day, elimina- 
tingall possibilities of human error,” an official said earlier. 


Four killed after car rams

has suspended land sales 
after being overwhelmed by re- 
quests for offering land at less 
than 10 euro cents ($0.11) per 
square metre, its mayor told 
AAFP. "We launched this campa- 
ign in mid-April. tt was a bit of 
a crazy idea, but also a joke to 
be honest. it was a marketing 
operation,” said Johan Mans- 
son, mayor of Gotene, a town 
of around 5,000 people. Thirty 
plots of land, abandoned for 
decades, were put up for sale 
at one Swedish krona ($0.095) 
per square metre. The idea was 
to build more housing in a 
low-density area and help the 
region grow, the mayor said. A 
few weeks after the campaign 
started, Gotene managed to 
sell three plots. “A great suc- 
cess for such a small communi- 
ty,” said Mansson. “But we co- 
tld never have imagined what 
was in store for us.” Several 
‘Swedish media picked up the 
story, a video was posted on 


TikTok, and millions of people 
discovered Gotene and its ch- 
eap plots. Since then, the mun- 
icipality has been inundated 
with emails and calls from pot- 
ential buyers. “We've had inter- 
est from Europe, Asia — mainly 
India and Pakistan — as well as 
the US, Australia, and even 
South America,” said Mansson, 
“we have succeeded in putting 
Gotene on world map.” Sales 
will resume on Aug 7.

New criminal codes will be tested on their ability to 
protect the principle of presumption of innocence 
Ti three new criminal codes that kicked in yesterday — BNS, 


BNSS, and BSB-willeventually replace the trio of IPC, CrPC 

and Indian Evidence Act, respectively, which have governed 
the criminal justice system. That'll happen only once all cases filed 
under the old codes are closed. Given India’s caseload, this, in effect, 
means two sets of codes will be in application simultaneously 
across jurisdictions — a tremendous challenge for those who man 
the criminal justice system. That the codes needed an overhaul is 
indisputable, But challenges remain aplenty. 

Undertrials burden | The approach to the codes’ overhaul was 
discarding colonial baggage and to be reformative. Here, proportional 
penalty is key. This means penalties are designed such that minor 
offences don’t invite jail time. Old faults compounded by new offences 
that have crept in are unlikely to lessen the undertrial burden. It's 
imperative that during training of the law enforcement machinery,

Onus ison legislatures 
todecriminalise petty behaviour and junk harsh provisions to meet 
the agenda of reformative justice. 

Capacity flags | Due process is deeply linked with capacity. Poor 
forensics botches up many an investigation, And courts must 
not allow police free hand when it comes to seizing ‘evidence’. Due 
process ensures, for instance, forensics of digital devices don’t 
impinge on privacy rights. It demands probes compartmentalise a 
phone's contents ~ what investigators can and cannot explore. And 
that this rule is spelt out. 

Various police forces advertise they ‘care’ for civilians, but 
collective experience is often otherwise. At the core, liberal justice, 
the long-stated purpose for an overhaul of IPC, CrPC and IEA, 
firmly stands for individual rights.

‘To resolve long-standing issues of delays in justice 
delivery and slow investigative processes, the new laws 
prescribe procedural timelines, increased use of tech, 
digital evidence and mandatory forensic investigations. 
‘These changesare not sufficient to truly decolonise the 
system. Besides, their efficacy depends on tremendous 


Training must be thorough | Making the new laws work 
requires thorough training and competence-building 
of key stakeholders, including police and judges. Home 
ministry has already launched initiatives for training 
of police, prisons, judicial and forensic personnel. 
However, this cannot be only about disseminating info. 
Far more is needed. Training of stakeholders must 
fostera shift in mindset towards the laws’ core objectives: 
todo away with colonial overhang and make the system 
more citizen centric. This requires responsive and trust- 
based policing practices and judicial procedures. 


Community service a grey zone | BNS lays down 
community service as a form of punishment for 
offences. However, the specifics remain unclear: There 
isa general lack of clarity on what community service 
entails, its term, segment(s) of community that will

Itis judicial decisions that have provided the specifics 
of such punishment in the past.

New Delhi: Despite an 11% 
shortfall in June, monsoon 
this year could end in the 
‘above normal’ range with 
IMD expecting good rainfall 
in the coming three months 
of theseason. 

“In 20 out of the 25 years, 
when June rainfall was below 
normal, July rainfall was nor- 
mal or above normal. Similar- 
ly, in 17 of the 25 years, when 
June rainfall was below nor- 
mal, overall southwest mon- 
soon rainfall was normal or 
above normal,” saidIMD chief 
Mrutyunjay Mohapatra while 
sharing pastdata that indicate 
high probability of ‘abovenor- 
mal’ seasonal rainfall in the 
country when La Nina would 
bean important factor. 

As far as temperature is 
concerned, good rainfall will 
bring relief with maximum 
(day) temperature being nor- 
mal to below normal over 
many parts of the northwest 
Indiain July. 

In contrast, northwest In- 
dia recorded a mean temper- 
ature of 31.73 degrees Celsius 
in June, 1.65 degrees Celsius 
abovenormal and thehighest 
since 1901.

Assam-Arunachal flooding cuts off road 
links to several India-China border areas 


Jooding in Assam and Arunachal Pradesh worsened overnight 

with rain continuing to feed riversalready in spate and causing 
multiple landslides on Monday that cut off road links to several 
areas along the india-China border, reports Kangkan Kalita. 

‘Assam State Disaster Management Authority reported that the 
number of flood-ravaged districts in the state increased from 12 to19. 

In Arunachal's Itanagar, the administration ordered shutting 
schools from July 2to 6 due to rain and landslides. Floodwater 
washed away a bridge over the Kurung river in Kurung Kumey. 
The swollen Kameng River swept away many houses in Seppa, 
East Kameng districts. 

There seems to be no respite in sight over the next few days, 
with IMD forecasting heavy to extremely heavy rain inthe 
NorthEastttill at least the end of the week. Over 8,000 people are 
sheltered in relief campsacross Assam. Tinsukia district reported 
‘one more flood-related death, taking the season's death toll to35. 

CM Himanta Biswa Sarma said heavy rain in catchment areas of 
‘Arunachal was causing more flooding. He said NDRF and the Army 
were on standby to deal with any emergency. “The next three to four 
daysare critical. Weneed to monitor the situation minutely." 

Subansiri in North Lakhimpur surpassed its previous highest 


flood levels, recorded in 2011 and 2017. “The situation worsened 
after National Hydroelectric Power Corporation released 409 
cubic metre water from the Lower Subansiri dam, affecting 11,000 
people in21 villages of the district,” CM Sarma said.

FITNESS TESTS NO MORE ‘CRITERION’

FOR INDIA SELECTION 


Focus Has Shifted To Injury Preventive Tests 
& Performance Tests For Contracted Players

New Delhi: The T20 World Cup- 
winning campaign was a rare in- 
stance in the last five years when 
the Indian team had all its re- 
sources fit and available for selec- 
tion. Plagued by recurring inju- 
ries to star players like Jasprit 
Bumrah and Hardik Pandya post 
the 2019 ODI World Cup, the In- 
dian cricket board's (BCCI) medi- 
cal team at the National Cricket 
Academy (NCA) changed its ap- 
proach for contracted players 
from doing fitness tests to injury 
preventive tests and performance 
tests in the last two years. 

According to a NCA docu- 
ment, in possession of TOI, it is 
clearly mentioned that the stand. 
ard fitness tests are not a ‘selec- 
tion criterion’ for players. The 
Indian team management under 
the captaincy of Virat Kohli and 
coach Ravi Shastri had made fi 
ness tests like the yo- tes' 
which checks the endurance of 
athletes, a yardstick for players 
to get into the team. 

‘The NCA team, comprising 
physios and strength & condi- 
tioning coaches, has devised 
three proformas which are 
known as National Fitness Tes 
ing Criteria (NFTC), Perfor- 


mance Testing Battery and Pre- 
vention Testing Battery. The 
NFTC is supposed to be done 
every 12-16 weeks, performance 
testing every six weeks and pre- 
vention testing every two weeks. 

‘The NFTC consists of 10metre 
sprint test, 20 metre sprint test, 
standing long jump, yo-yo tests 
and dexa scan (fat percentage). 
Interestingly, the document states 
that these numbers are derived 
from the average of athletes inan 
age group and are only group 
benchmarks. “Please note these 
are only fitness measures and not 
a selection criterion,” the docu- 
ment reads. 

Notably, the yo-yoand 20 metre 
sprint numbers are set higher for 
emerging players than centrally 
contracted players. The yo-yo 
mark for contracted players is 
16.5 while emerging players are 
expected to score 16.7, 

What's more interesting is 
that these yo-yo tests have be- 
comea rarity for contracted play- 
ersat NCA. “The idea is that once 
a player is centrally contracted, 
he must have reached the desired 
level of fitness. With the amount 
of cricket and time they spend on 
the road, it is unreasonable for 
contracted players to undergo 
NFTC tests. So, the focus has 


shifted to injury prevention and 
performance tests. Team India 
strength and conditioning coach 
Soham Desai, along with physios 
Yogesh Parmar, Thulasi and 
Kamlesh Jain, has done a great 
job keeping the players in shape 
through the 2023 ODI World Cup 
and this T20 World Cup,” a BCCI 
source told TOL 

The prevention test has be- 
come the most important tool. 
There are tests like overhead 
squat, walking lunges, glute 
bridge hold and half kneeling 
medicine ball throw. These are 
short tests but it is observed if 
the player could hold his posture 
correctly through the tests. If the 
players struggles to do so, it's 
warning sign that the player 
could be risking an injury. 

‘The GPS vests and whoop 
bands provide information about 
running-bowling metrics and 
players taking responsibility of 
their off-field activities like sleep 
and recovery. 

According to sources, surgery 
isthe last option. Like in the ca 
of Bumrah, Hardik, Ravindra 
Jadeja and Shreyas Iyer, the med- 
ical team tried to work around 
these battery tests in 2022 

“There are data and tests ga- 
lore to ensure that the player is in 
prime shape when he takes the 
field. The performance testing bat- 
tery and prevention testing bat: 
tery played a big role in players 


going out on the field and perform: 
ing without worrying about 
breaking down,” the source said. 


Dravid, Rohit devised ‘rotation’ 
blueprint in Feb 2022 

Outgoing Team India head 
coach Rahul Dravid and captain 
Rohit Sharma had prepared a 
blueprint for the pool of players 
in Feb 2022. “The captain and 
coach had sat down with the 
strength and conditioning coach 
and the physios in February. They 
had marked the India’s schedule.

New Delhi: Union home min- 
ister Amit Shah on Monday 
clarified that the maximum 
15-day police remand period 
under Bharatiya Nagaraik 
Suraksha Sanhita(BNSS) will 
remain the same as was pro- 
vided for in Section 167 of the 
erstwhile Criminal Proce- 
dure Code (CrPC). 

Addressinga press confer- 
ence hoursafter the three new 
criminal laws came into force, 
Shah said unnecessary confu- 
sion was being created to give 
the impression that the time- 
period for police remand had 
been extended under BNSS. 

“L want to clarify that in 
BNSS also the remand period 
is 15 days, Earlier if an ac- 
cused was sent to police re- 
mand and he would get him- 
self admitted ina hospital for 
15 days... there could be no in- 
terrogation as his remand pe- 
riod would expire. Also, some- 
times two accused are arrest- 
edand need tobe interrogated 
together. The new law now 
provides for the same 15-day 
police remand, but the deten- 
tion can be in the whole, or in 
parts, at any time during the 
initial 40daysor 60 daysout of 
the detention period of 60 
daysor90days,” said Shah, 

Former law minister Kapil 
Sibal had last year raised 
concerns regarding Section 
187 of BNSS dealing with po- 
lice remand, while alleging 
that then proposed criminal 
laws would promote use of 
draconian police powers for 
political ends.

‘Ambedkarite organisations held mammoth protests outside the 
iconic Buddhist stupa, considered the largest in Asia, reports 
Vaibhav Ganjapure. While announcing an immediate stay on 
the project, deputy chief minister Devendra Fadnavis said the 
Rs 200cr Deekshabhoomi beautification and development plan 
was prepared in consultation with Dr Babasaheb Ambedkar 
Smarak Samiti, which monitored the works. “Samiti members 
finalised its blueprint and the govt provided funds. The protests 
are specifically against the underground parking, which 
protesters claim poses a threat to the adjacent stupa,” he said. 
Leader of opposition Vijay Wadettiwar warned the Mahayuti 
govt of a law-and-order crisis if the works were not halted. 
“Govt's inaction has triggered distress among Dr Ambedkar’s 
followers. Disregarding public sentiment and going ahead with 
the project could escalate into a serious situation,” he stated. 
Responding to a query, Fadnavis said, “A meeting will be held 
between representatives of protesters and the Samiti. A final 
decision will be taken after considering everyone's opinion.” 


Pol interference 
in service issue

Bengaluru: Political interfe- 
rence in service matters is un- 
desirableasmuchasirrelevant 
factors that impact public ad- 
ministration and the interest 
of theemployer, the Karnataka 
high court observed recently. 

A division bench, while al- 
lowinga writappeal filed by the

On July 12, 2002 M Veena, a 
junior assistant at KFCSCL, 
was transferred from Benga- 
luru to Mangaluru. Without 
reporting for duty at Manga- 
luru, Veena applied for leave 
on medical grounds and pro- 
duced a medical certificate. 
KFCSCL doubted its genuine- 
ness and consequently she 
was examined by a medical 
board.
